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A bond was received, from I. T. Hefford, as collector and 
treasurer of a fund for the improvement of Matagorda bay, 
fon bayou St. Mary to Matagorda anchorage. 
Also, a bond from John M. Fleming, as collector and treas- 
wer on Sulphur Fork, # 

Also, a bond from Joseph H. Sanders, as collector and treas- 
wer for opening a channel from Lavaca to Powderhorn. 

But no subscription lists are found for these lest three ob- 
jects, » : 

In considering these subscriptions and apportioning the 
State fund, we have pursued the following course, viz: 

Frast.—The law allows each collector and treasurer a com- 
mission of five per cent. on the amount he receives, and five 
per cent, on the amount he pays out, making together ten per 
ent, whichis required to be subscribed independent of the 
amount subscribed for the river, navigable water course or bay. 
Tius provision seems to have been overlooked by the collec- 
brs and treasurers, as none ef them have specified how much 
ef their subscription was for the improvement, independent of 
their commissions ; we have, therefore, deducted ten per cent. 
fom the amount of each subscription, and considered the res- 
ie as the amount subscribed for the improvement, 

Secoxp.—The amount appromiated by law, and supple- 
mental law, for the improvement of bays, is fifty thousand 
dollars, and for rivers and other navigable water courses, is 
tro hundred and fifty thousand dollars, but the general ap- 
popriation law requires that the salaries of the State Engi- 
mer, and sub-Engineers, and the expenses of examining the 
vots to be improved, amounting to the sum of fifteen 
thousand dollars, shall be taken from the aboveappropriation. 
We have taken the fifteen thousand dollars from the two funds 
in proportion to their respective amounts. This leaves forty- 
tren thousand five hundred dollars, applicable to bays, and 
two hundred and thirty-seven thousand five hundred dollars, 
applicable to rivers and other works, 

Tmrp,—In examining the subscriptions, we have consider- 
td the proposed canal for connecting the deep water of the 
min Aransas bay, with the navigable deep water of Corpus 
Christi bayou, for which a subscription was returned, as being 
pmperly a bay improvement, since the work merely proposes 
to make a nearer passage than the one now used between dif- 
Ment parts of the same bay, and we have not felt authorized 
toset apart any portion of the fund applicable to the rivers

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to this object. We have, therefore, concluded that if any of 
the State appropriation is applied to this object, it must come 
out of that portion applicable to Aransas bay. 
Fourtu.—tIn regard to the proposed connection of the 
Gualalupe river, with the bay of Matagorda through Powder- 
horn bayou and lakes, we had no satisfactory evidence betore 
us, showing that the subscription, together with the amomt 
taat could be taken from the State fund, would be suficient 
to accomplish it. What information we could obtain inre- 
gard to it, induced us to believe that it could not be done kr 
a much lerger amount ; we did not, therefore, feel authorized 
to apply any of the appropriation for this object. 
Firt#.—In regard to the proposed connection of the Gual- 
alupe river with Mission bay or bayou, by a canal, such erb 
dence was submitted to us as lead us to belicve that te 
amount subscribed, with the amount that might be drawa 
from the State fund would accomplish it, and we have, there 
fore, assigned a portion of the S.ate fund for that purpose, 
Sizta.—In apportioning the State subscription of 5237,50 
among the'rivers, navigable waters and canals, (exclusive nt 
the bays) we have allowed to the following works, the fali 
amount that their net subscription, after taking out the cam. 
mission of the collectors and treasurers, would permit then 
to receive, viz: Colorado river, Brazos river, Trinity tive, 
Sabine river, Buffalo bayou, Big Cypress beyou and lake 
from Louisiana line to Jefferson, Angelina river, Neches river, 
from mouth of Angelina to Bainis? Bluff, and Angelina rive 
from its mouth te Bevilport, San Jacinto river, en Cloppes 
Bar, Guadalupe river, and canal cunnectiug Guadalupe tite 
with Mission bay. These improvementsconsume $230,600 
of the appropriation, leaving a balance of $6,899 56, which 
we have apportioned to the San Bernard river and Oysie 
creck, giving them less than their net subscription would ent- 
tle them to, because we consider thera as local improvements 
Srvesty.—In apportioning thé appropriation for bays, m 
have allowed to each bay fur which any subscription was m. 
turned, the full amount that its net subscription, after dedugt- 
ing the Collectors and Treasurers commissions, would per 
mit it to receive, except San Luis bay, to which we have ap 
portioned the residue of the appropriation, because this by 
accommodated a less extent of country than either of th 


other bays. |
